Parish Council Meeting held on 15 th February ^ 

Village Green The necessary meeting between the representatives of the County Council 
and Chesterton R.D.C. should take place in the near future. One resident has offered 
his help in obtaining quotations and this has been accepted. 

Foxhollow-Apple tree Road The Parish Council and Chesterton R.D.C. have agreed to the 
Developers* request that Appletree Road in Phase 6 be renamed Foxhollow. This change 
should prevent any further confusion over the names. 

Health Centre The planning application v/as approved. 

Public Rip^hts of Way a map showing the routes of the Bar Hill-Lolworth Footpath and 
the Dry Drayton-A604 Bridle Path has been received. It will be put on display on the 
notice board in time for the walking season. 

Cyclists A plea: the.t all adults and children who cycle along the Village paths have 
regard for pedestrians, especially mothers with prams and small children, and 
particularly along the narrowest paths. 


Street Names The Parish Council has a list of some 50 street names which have been 
approved for use in Bar Hill. Some, such as Floxen Bridge for the fly-over, single 
Corner (junction of Perimeter and access roads), Crafts Ring (Eastern half of Perimeto^ 
road) and Woodman Piece (Village Park) have associations with Bar Hill. A sample of 
the others suggested include Madwell Common (Village Green), Turnfurlong, Frohock Lane, 
Doves Drove, Jays Way, Owl Place and «.ueen Anne*s Gate. Obviously, these do not agree 
with the Developers* policy, e.g. Apple tree Road changed to Foxhollow, and they are 
likely to request more change a in the future. If you have any views on this type of 
change, or you would like to suggest suitable names for roads or features, the Parish 
Council v/ould be pleased to hear them. You can make your suggestions to any members 
of the Parish Council, or to me.

Garden ing Hints (Horticultural Society, contd.) 

Start turf laying if weather permits and prepare the ground to be ready for 
seeding in April. Existing lawns can bo top-dressed with lawn fertiliser and con 
be mown with the blades HIGH. 

Generally liven up the garden by fertilising shrubs, planting gladioli in the 
middle of the month, sowing sweet peas, bedding-out v/allflowers and polyanthus, 
transplanting and dividing herbaceous perennials, taking chrysanthemum cuttings 
and pruning bush and standard roses. 

Village Green: Report on the Special Parish Meeting, 1.2.72 

Some 60 people attended the Special Parish Meeting called by the Parish 
Council on the 1st of February to discuss plans for the provision of a Village Green. 


The Parish Council explained that the Developers v/ould not begin the preparation 
of the Village Green for at least six years, so that a usable green could not be * 
available for at least eight years. Faced with this prospect, the Council were 
asking the meeting to approve a parish rate of 3*3p in the £ for the year 1972/3 1 
so that preparation of the Green could start at once. Without the approval of a 

• parish meeting, only 1.7p jj-Q be raised. A decision was needed urgently so that 
the scheme could be provided for in the next Chesterton R.D. C. precept. The 
estimated product of this rate v/ould raise half the sum thought to be needed; the 
other half v/ould come either from grants or from 1 . 7 p rates in succeeding years. 


The Council were closely quesbioned from the floor of the meeting on their 
proposals, and arguments and opinions both for and against were put forward. 

Against the proposals it was stated that the Developers would provide a Green 
sooner or later, so that there v/as no need for Villagers to pay for it at all. 

Others saw the matter as a question of principle, arguing that if we pay for this 
the Developers will expect us to pay for everything. Again it v/as pointed out that 
some rough play-areas had been provided, and that the need for a Village Green at 
all was questionable. Fears v/ere expressed that once a parish rate had been 
levied, it would never be removed. 

Support for the proposals came from many who thought that money spent would, 
in the end, be the most economical way of providing the green. Others who have lived 
lived already several years in the Village were appalled by the prospect of this 
basic amenity recoding still further into the future. Once the Green existed, 
there was no chance of its being eroded in size by other demands on land in the 

• Village. It was pointed out that the present and previous Parish Councils had 

worked on this problem for years and that the Village should support their efforts 
nov/ that they had brought forward a hard-and-fast proposal v/hich stood a good 
chance of success. 

When the proposal was put to the vote, it was supported by 45 votes for and 
14 against. This was a sufficient majority for the Parish Council to go ahead 
with their plans. 


Mrs. Leakey, our County Councillor, and an ardent supporter of Bar Hill’s 
interests, congratulated both the Parish Council for their initiative, and the 


audience for their participation.

From the Secretary’s Notepad 


Road Safety At the end of January members of the Committee, together with represent¬ 
atives from the Village School and Parish Council met in?. Impey and Kir. Cornv/all 
from the County Surveyor’s Dept, to discuss Road Safety in the Village. V/e will 
shortly bo receiving a written report from the County Surveyor based on our talk, 
which we hope to have available for the Annual Parish Meeting on 29th March. The 
item will be on the Agenda, so that we can discuss the matter fully. In the 
meantime the following points may be worth considering: 

(1) Road signs and road markings v/ill not be prvidod by the County Council until 
the roads in the Village are adopted. (2) Each Phase of the Village will probably 
be adopted separately on completion. (3) The present recommended speed limit is 
not legally enforceable and the official limit will probably be 50 m.p.h. 

( 4 ) Prior to the improvement to the A 604 and the provision of a flyrver, the 
signposting, read and verge marking will need to be improved at the entrance to 
the Village. (5) The Committee have passed the following statement to the A 

Public Enp iry discussing the improvement to the A 604 : M We, the B.H.R.A., are in ™ 
favour of the proposed improvement to the A 604 Cambridge to Huntingdon Road, 
provided that this includes the provision of the flyover giving access to and ^ 

from the Village from both carriageways. 11 


Village Park There is some concern about the projected route of the temporary path across 
the Village Park, but Mr. K. Nunn will be finalizing this on his next visit to Bar Hill. 

The damage caused to the Park by the relaying of the spine path will be put right 
as soon as the "growing season" starts. 

Drainage lagoons: v/e are now advised by the County Health Officer that the 
Developers have agreed to clean out these lagoons once a quarter, and if this proves to 
be insufficient they will review the situation at a later date. 

Paths The relaying of paths has: .v.w been completed on Phase 2, but we are concerned about 
the unevenness of the surface and the poor finish to the rear of some house gateways. 

Village Map The Developers v/ill be siting a map of the Village near the Information 
Centre, which we hope will assist visitors. We shall keep the idea of further sdgnpo«tc 
in mind in case the map is not sufficient. 


Village Fete A number of Village organisations have expressed an interest in holding a 
Village Fete and the first Committee meeting v/ill be held at 8.00 p.m. on 6th March 
at 3 Foxhollow; representatives of Village organisations are invited. 




New Shops Planning permission has been granted by the Parish Council to the applicatic 
for the use of Unit 7 as a Fish and Chip shop. 

Health Centre The plans for the Health Centre were put on view to the public recently 
at Shire Hall and the Parish Council have given their approval without any alterations. 
Neighbourhood Council At the last meeting called to discuss the formation of a N.C., 
it was agreed that a working party be formed with representatives from Parish Council, 
School, Church, Youth organisations and BHRA to work out a constitution. 

N ewcomers’ Evenin g The BHRA are running a coffee evening for new residents, to welcome 
them tc the Village and to offer practical help v/here possible. 

Hanover Housing Association A meeting has been called for Tuesday, 7th March. Mr. 

Keith Lomax, Management Officer, will discuss the"Integration of Old People into Village 
Life". Everyone is welcome to attend; please see Village noticeboard for details. 

Aerials V/e are still actively pursuing the subject, and v/e think a decision by the 
Developers is imminent. Our thanks to those v/ho v/rote giving their viev/s: we shall 
bear these points in mind. 

L eases Enquiries suggest that the Developers are taking steps to prevent holders of 
929-ye^r leases from buying their freehold (normally a tenant can acquire the freehold 
after living in a property for 5 years under the Act, or for 5 years out of the last 10). 
If our information is correct, we think Leaseholders should know of the Developers’ plans. 
and v/e are willing to make representations on behalf of the residents concerned to the 
Appropriate authorities, to oppose the Developers’ application. 

P olice warnings (1) Following a series of burglaries, in which i»c \ d*crs were opened by 
means of a wire passed through the letter-box and round the door handle, you are advised 
either to fit an alternative lock operated with a key, or to fit a letter-"cage" inside 
the door. In case of doubt, the Crime Prevention Dept, are always happy to give detailed 
advice. (2) Although Village roads are not yet adopted, residents are still liable for 
prosecution under the Road Traffic Act (e.g. for keeping unlicensed vehicles on roads, 
driving without a licence or insurance, etc.)
